Wild Excitement Greets Announce­ 


ment of the Vote for McKinley— 


Only One Ballot W as Reqaired, 


and the Nomination Afterward Made 


Unanimous

the Napoleon of politics, who man­ 
aged William McKinley’s campaign so

chairman of the national republican 


galleries went frantic with enthusiasm. 
Gov. Bushnell, standing on a chair,sig­ 
naled and shouted for order, but he 
could not make himself heard, and Sen­ 
ator Foraker was pushed forward to 
the platform. The appearance of the 
popular and magnetic Foraker on the 
stand was the signal for another out- 
burt, which subsided as he motioned 
for order. 
Mr. Foraker in a magnificent speech 
eulogized the candidate of his state. 
William McKinley. 
The mention of 
his name once more caused the con­ 
vention to become a howling pande­ 
monium, and the utmost 
efforts 
of 
Chairman Thurston to check the en­ 
thusiasm were unavailing. At 3:30 the 
awful uproar having then lasted some 
twelve minutes, the chairman made 
another futile attem pt to check it with 
his gavel, but it was of no use and he 
gave it up. 
Twenty-five minutes of 
anarchy tired out even the most en 
thusia3tlc McKinleyite, and with tired 
limbs and strained lungs the delegates 
and outsiders relapsed into their seats 
and permitted the convention to 
go 
ahead with its work. 
At length, at 3:46 p. rn., Mr. Foraker 
resumed his speech. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Foraker’s 
remarks Chairman 
Hepburn 
recog­ 
nized Senator 
Thurston, 
who 
was 
greeted with applause and seconded 
the nomination of McKinley. 
When Pennsylvania was called Gov. 
Haatings arose, was cheered, and ad­ 
dressed the 
convention, 
placing in 
nomination the choice of the people of 
Pennsylvania for the highest office in 
the gift of the American people, Wil­ 
liam Stanley Quay. 
The first ballot was then taken. It 
was seen from the start of the voting 
that McKinley was the overwhelming 
choice of the convention. 
When the 
vote was completed the chairman said: 
“The chair is prepared to announce 
the vote upon the roll call. 
The fol­ 
lowing votes have been cast: For Wil­ 
liam McKinley, 661%.” 
The announcement of the McKinley 
vote precipitated a great outbreak of 
cheers and yells and the usual con­ 
comitant of such a tum ult as a presi­ 
dential convention, with 
flags 
and 
plumes, diversified with handkerchiefs, 
umbrellas, and everything which could 
be set in motion in the hands of the 
howling thousands. 
The band broke 
out with “America,” but had very lit­ 
tle chance against the screeching of 
the crowd. 
At 5:45, while a salute of the IOO 
guns from a piece of artillery outside 
the convention was still out-thundering 
the yells of the crowd, Chairman 
Thurston, by a determined effort of 
voice and gavel, brought the conven­ 
tion to order, and announced the re­ 
mainder of the ballot, as follows: Mor­ 
ton, 58; Allison, 35%* Reed, 84%;Quay, 
61%; Cameron, I; blank, 4. 
s-The vote in detail was:

In 
adminis­ 
trative 
management 
it has ruthless­ 
ly 
sacrificed 
indispensable 
revenue, 
entailed

cut ordinary current expenses

borrowed money, piled up the public 
debt by $262,000,000 in time of peace, 
forced an adverse balance of trade, 
kept a perpetual menace hanging over 
the redemption fund, pawned American 
credit to alien syndicates, and reversed 
all the measures and results of success­ 
ful republican rule.

Cnrlons Case of s Negro Which Is Nos 
Exciting London's Specialists. 
A case of insanity of a curious sort 
is just now exciting considerable inter­ 
est among the medical fraternity of 
London, says an exchange. A negro was 
found the other day in a gentleman’s 
•house at Willesden and could give no 
account of himself because of severe 
fits of laughter which convulsed his 
frame. 
He was taken to the nearest 
workhouse and ever since then has done 
nothing but laugh. 
He has not uttered a word in the in­ 
terval, and what is his name or where 
he came from is unknown. He laughs 
continuously from morning till night 
and at meal times he swallows his food 
like lightning in order, apparently, 
that he may continue his fit of mirth 
with as little interruption as possible. 
When he goes to sleep his sides shake 
with laughter, and in the morning the 
moment he opens his eyes his capa­ 
cious mouth opens, too, with a loud 
guffaw. 
% 
At first it was thought he had adopted 
this means to escape from being tried 
on the charge of attempted burglary, 
but the physicians who have examined 
him unite in pronouncing him insane, 
and say that his cure is doubtful. The 
chances are, it seems, that he will litr 
erally laugh himself to death. 
This form of insanity, though rare 
is not unknown to medical science, 
though the mania is generally of a 
transitory nature. 
There are several 
cases on record of grave personages, 
who had rarely been seen to smile, sud­ 
denly brewing into a habit of uncon­ 
trollable did contagious laughter. Dr. 
Clouston tells of a solid, prudent busi­ 
ness man who one day startled his fam­ 
ily by a fit of laughter which Lasted so 
long and was so hilarious that every 
one in the room had to join in. 
From time to time after that he 
would be seized in the church, in the 
train or in the streets, and whenever he 
started all who heard him would have 
to follow. 
It was the first symptoms 
of mania. Very soon delusions and the 
most outrageous conduct supervened
